Influenza Closes All Seven Dixie Schools 


All seven schools in the Dixie 
School D istrict will close tom or­ 
row and F riday as a result of 
the Asian flu epidem ic that con­ 
tinued unabated throughout the 
county today.

who have occupied a remote 
Southern California desert can­ 
yon for the winter. 
The squatters — about 300 of 
them — live on Indian and gov­ 
ernment land, have no nearby 
water, no sanitation facilities 
and little hope for the future, 
the Los Angeles Times reported. 
The men. women and children 
have chosen to winter by the 
steep sandstone cliffs on an old 
Indian reservation in Box Can­ 
yon. about six miles from this 
small community in Riverside I 
County. 
Water is hauled in by the j 
bucket and jugful, picked up 20' 
miles north at drinking foun- 1 
tains in Coachella City Park. 
Meals are cooked over open | 
fires of mesquite wood, and can- j 
dies are used for light. 
The tamilies include farm la-1 
borers, pensioners and drifters, j 
The pensioners said they went 
to Box Canyon because their 
“Social Security is too little. We 
don’t know where else to go.” 


The one sign of civilization is

school

through the canyon daily to pick 
up the children. 
Principal Murray Southard of 
the Mecca Elementary School 
said. “We opened our doors to 
the squatter children. We figure 
those people are living there. 
Their children should go to 
school.” 
Ralph Catron, 22, his wife, 
Joan, 21, and their two children 
have been living in a 1956 sta­ 
tion wagon for weeks. 
“We came down from Stock­ 
ton. The car is our home, every­ 
thing we own, except for the old 
mattress, a couple of blankets, 
the rags on our backs, the crate 
of potatoes and a quart of milk 
for the baby,” Catron explained. 
“ 1 make $25 a week in the 
tields. I’ve looked all over for a 
job. I never went to high school, 
but I am a good mechanic's 
helper. I can’t find work." Ca­ 
tron said. 
Phil Sigley. 24, his wife Lola. 
27. and their two children, came 
from Medford. Ore. 
“We made our house in three 
da\s from stuff we found at the 


Coachella dump,” Mrs. Sigley 
said. 
The Rev. Melvin McIntyre .a 
Baptist minister, and his wife, 
Duffie, said they have lived in 
Box Canyon for several months.

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AN ARTIST'S FAMILY 
They Didn't Find Simple Life 
In Spain But At Home In Marin 


By B R IC E COLEMAN 


The simple life is in Sausalito. I 
Albert Garvey and his fam ­ 
ily went to Spain three years j 
ago to seek “ the simple life.” i 
but ended up finding it was at 
home. 
Artist Garvey. 34, his wife. 
Barbara, and their daughters, 
Megin 4. and Tiny Haquel. are 
now living happily in a house 
beneath some mimosa blossoms 
at 45 Marie Street. 
Garvey built a four-unit house­ 
boat. the Alpha, at Waldo, then 
sold it to pay for his trip to the 
island of Mallorca. 
In Spain he rebuilt a ruined 
flour mill. 160 years old. then 
sold it to a rich German in­ 
dustrialist— which was. in effect, 
a way of return 
Garvey tried to rai^e toma­ 
toes but found that when his 
tomatoes ripened the market 
was surfeited. 
While 
market 
tomatoes cost a penny a pound, 
his—after paying for seed, fer­ 
tilizer and water—were about 
$1 a pound, he related. 
Rabbits too were costly. In 
the end. the Garveys ate them 
in stews. 
‘i used to beat the clothes on 
a rock with the other women.” 
said Mrs. Garvev. “ I found out 


that pretty soon you have veryt 
clean rags and n o t h i n g to 
wear.” They bought a washing 
machine. 
“ My w i f e had our second 
child. Raquel, by the Spanish 
method.” the red-bearded, red- 
mustached artist declared. 
“What’s that?” he was asked. 
“ No method,” s a i d she. 
“Sooner or later the baby will 
; emerge.” Mrs. Garvey had a 
j midwife. 
Part of the planned simple 
life in Spain was to mean Gar- 
I vev would spend the bulk of his 
time painting. And he did a 
lo t 
of painting, Garvey 
re­ 
marked. 
The Garveys, as per plan, 
wanted to settle in a porches, 
a small goat herdsmen’s cot­ 
tage. but in eight months they 
found none. They then found the 
mill at the village of Fornalutx 
which, on the edge of a torrente 
i mountain stream » had b e e n 
half carried away years ago. 
The place also had 30 fruit 
trees, mostly oranges. 
It was three stories hi gh. 
There were three good walls 
remaining but the floors and 
roof had caved in. 
“ Everybody in town thought 
we were straight crazy.” com­ 
mented Garvey but, on its com­ 


pletion. the townspeople said 
the house was “ magnificent.” 
“The house was going to be 
rudimentary but it ended up 
a nine-room palace,” Garvey 
said. 
“ By the time we ended up. 
we were living just like Ameri­ 
cans but way out in the middle 
of Spain. We found the simple 
; life was so tremendously com­ 
plicated it took all our time just 
to keep ourselves alive. . . . 
Finally we looked at each other 
and said ‘this is ridiculous. . . . 
If we lived in Sausalito we 
| would be closer to Paris. Rome 
and Mexico than in Mallorca.’ 
“ We decided to finish th e 
house, sell it and go back to the 
states. San Francisco surely is 
one of the greatest cities in the 
world. There is only other city 
) I know we would consider liv­ 
ing in — Paris. Here you can 


i live in the country and live next 
to a fantastic city—the best oi 
all possible worlds.” They fin­ 
ished the house last April. 


Garvey said he showed in 
a gallery in Palma and had 
an agent and gallery in Chi­ 
cago.

The Marin General Hospital District 


board of directors has budgeted $2.3,- 
000 to pay for a new position of "Med­ 
ical coordinator.’1 


The new man is to be a doctor to “ co­ 
ordinate between the administrator 
and the hospital stall." 


At the same time, the board raised 


the salary of W illiam \V. Turner, hos­ 
pital administrator, from $22.800 to 
$24.300 per year, and also raised the 
pay of his assistant. 


We do not be&rude the administra­ 
tor the1 raise in salary, but we do ques­ 
tion the need lor simultaneously *1> 
creating the job of “ medical coordi­ 
nator. 
presumably to take some of 


the load off the administrator's staff, 
and then >2» boosting the salary of tin* 
administrator, who is to be unburdened 
of some of his duties. 


l'nless there is some hidden logic 


that escapes us. isn't that tantamount 
to raising a man’s pay w hile gi\ mg him 
less to do? 


One explanation that lias been ad­ 
vanced is that a layman administrator 
finds it difficult to hand down orders 
or administrative ad\ ice to doctors; the 
new medical coordinator, being a pro­ 
fessional medical man. would carry 
more weight with the hospital staff.

Too many highly paid administra­ 
tors. coordinators, and other buffers 
could result in inefficiency and con­ 
flict, ailments from which bureaucracy 
often suffers. 


I'nless the chain of command is 


clearly defined, we can foresee diffi­ 
culties. Would the new medical coor­ 
dinator work with, under, or over the 
hospital administrator? If they work 
side by side, what happens when a dif­ 
ference of opinion develops? 
Must 


they wait until the next board of direc­ 
tors meeting to resolve the differ­ 
ences? 


We question the need for two ad­ 
ministrators, both in the $25,000 cate­ 
gory. at this time. And were it to de­ 
velop that a medical coordinator is 
justified, we trust that the hospital di­ 
rectors will work out a chain of com­ 
mand so that the administrator and the 
medical 
coordinator 
know 
exactly 


where they stand in relation to each 
other and to the board.

And Fish In Tiburon's Spring 


To E. E. Cummings, spring 
was 
a 
“ mud-luscious” 
and 
“ puddle-wonderful” season, 
but flood-troubled residents of 
tht Tiburon Peninsula look for 
more pleasant signs of spring 
than such wet hangovers from 
the monsoon season. 
If mother nature's signs can 
be trusted (and what mother 
would ever lie?) Spring really 
has arrived. 
The poppies are just barely 
popping along 
the 
tops of 
peninsula ridges and Indian 
paintbrush is expected to color 
the rolling hillsides of the 
central peninsula very shortly. 
The plum trees are in full 
bloom, dotting the area with 
spatterings of brilliant pink. 
Tiburon's strange bird popu­ 
lation maintains summer and 
winter homes, like many of 
the local people. 


THE BIRDS of Marin Coun­ 
ty lead unique lives, according 
to John Larson, manager of 
tht Richardson Bay Wildlife 
Sancutary on Tiburon Boule­ 
vard. 
Some of the birds fly in from 
the north to find warmth in 
Marin during the wi n t e r . 
Others, afraid that their feath­ 
ers will be frosted during Ma­ 
rin’s winter mornings, wing 
south until spring seems due, 
and then return to their homes 
here. 
The general result. Larson 
told me. is a lot of scurrying 
on the ground and in the air as 
the birds change sides with 
the arrival of spring. 
That commotion, he said is 
now going on 


THE ROBINS, which make 
home temporarily in Mann 
during the winter, are now 
diminishing from the ranks of 
tht winged They will be fol­ 
lowed soon by the ducks and 
other shore birds, which are 
now readying themselves for 
the annual springtime flight 
northward 
The Herons and egret have 
flown in from the south, and 
can now be seen househunting. 
They’ll be building soon, said 
Larson with an almost paternal 
pride 
Spring means hauling out. 
scraping, and painting for boat 


owners, and Jerry Gillin. man­ 
ager of the San Francisco 
Yacht Club in Belvedere, re­ 
ports that the most ambitious 
of his members have already 
appeared clad in dungarees for 
the annual refurbishing. 


“ WE’VE HAD only a few 
out thus far. but that's the 
sign that more will be out 
within the month.” he said. 
At the net depot in Tiburon. 
spring has brought high hopes 
for the success of a new re­ 
search project at the U. S. De­ 
partment of the Interior's fish 
and wildliic service biological 
laboratory.

“ THEY COME in to spawn 
when the water is at its cold­ 
est.” he explained. ‘‘It’s usual­ 
ly hard to raise them for more 
than 40 days because somehow 
they change their needs for 
food and water temperature. 
Workers at the lab are hope­ 
ful that they will be able to 
keep the fish alive with newlv 
designed 
equipment w h i c h 
pumps bay water into tanks 
and keeps water temperatures 
exact. 


IT’S HARD to see the fish 
without a magnifying glass. 
The oldest of the batch, which 
numbers 1.000 is 30 days old. 
The fish are so slender they 
are nearly transparent, and 
there isn’t one in the batch 
which 
is 
more 
than 
three 
quarters of an inch long. 
Success with this experiment 
may mean that game fish can 
be casly cultured, making it 
possible to replenish the haul 
which sportsfishermen t ake 
home to their frying pans each 
season. 
That would be good news. 
I'm sure for the man 1 saw 
walking towards the bay with 
his 
sparkling 
new 
spinning 
gear 
but 1 didn’t tell him 
about it. lie looked too inter­ 
ested in what's out there this 
\ear.

Are Assured Of Defense Help 


WASHINGTON 
The trial 
of the two Soviet writers, N ull 
Daniel and Andrei Sinyavsky, 
ended as famous show trials in 
Moscow always do 
The de­ 
fendants were found guilty of 
writing anti-Soviet propagan­ 
da and were sentenced to ti\e 
and seven years, respectively 
There has been a great deal 
of protest in world-wide intel­ 
lectual circles over the trial, 
and many famous writers have 
openly sympathized with the 
convicted writers 
But little 
concern has been shown to­ 
wards the leading )udge. the 
prosecutor, and the govern 
ment witnesses who >cnt Dan­ 
iel and Sinyavsky away 
In the interests of justice. 
I am starting a defense fund 
for these people, who in all 
likelihood, will be in trouble 
themselves very soon 


WHENEVER you li a v e a 
trial of this sort in the Soviet 
Union, the judge, the prosecu­ 
tor. and the government wit­ 
nesses are ruthless in then 
denunciation ot the defendants. 
The Soviet press also joins in 
on the attack and tor awhile 
praise is heaped on all the 
l>eople who were responsible 
tor s e n d i n g the “ traitors” 
away. 
This is all well and good. 
But the climate keeps chang­ 
ing under the Soviet system, 
and today's patriots are to­ 
morrow's traitors and vice- 
versa 
Five years from n n w it - 
quite possible that 
someone 
high up in the government will 
decide that the trial of Daniel 
and Sinyavsky was a up­ 
take. that the charges were 
rigged and should never D*en 
made 
There will be a call for the 
•rehabilitation” ot th e two 
writers, who will be revealed 
as heroes of the Soviet I nkn 
rather than 
enemies ot the 
>tate. They will be pardoned 
and'tucU guen compvn^auun 


and a “ dacha” m the country. 


BUT UNDER the Soviet sys­ 
tem. in order to rehabilitate 
someone who has been unjust­ 
ly tried, you must find the 
people responsible for trying 
them and punish them tor the 
miscarriage of justice. 
So it looks like the judge. 
Lev Smirnov, and the prosecu­ 
tor. Oleg Tyomushkm, and the 
two chief government witness­ 
es. Soviet w rite r Zoya Ked- i 
rina and Arkady Vasilyev are 
the people we must worry 
about If everything goes ac- 
cording to plan, they’ll all be 
in the dock themselves for 
sending Daniel and Sinyavsky 
to prison. 
I don’t know any of these 
learned men, but In i s u r e 
there was no malice in their 
prosecution ol the case. My j 
committee is asking for clem­ 
ency now tor the judge the 
prosecutor, and the govern­ 
ment witnesses on the grounds 
that they did what they did in 
order to keep their jobs 


HOW COULD they know that 
in five years from now Daniel’s 
and Sinyavsky’* criticism ol 
the Soviet Union would be con­ 
sidered justified. 
We are also asking that the 
Soviet Union not be too harsh 
on the Soviet newspapermen 
who covered the t r i a l and 
wrote ail those nasty things 
about the two writers. They 
were only caught up in the at­ 
mosphere ol the time. 
We know that all the people 
involved with sending Daniel 
and Sinyavsky to jail will have 
to be punished, but wc* hope 
this plea from our committee 
will be taken into considera­ 
tion 
If the j u d g e got five 
years, the prosecutor seven 
years, and the two writers. 
Kedrina and Vasilyev, were 
kicked out of the writers’ un­ 
ion. we believe the purpo>e 
of Soviet justice will have been 
atrved
